Un- 
der the leadership of Ethan Al- 
len New York's claims were re- 
sisted by a local military force, 
which proudly called themselves 
"the Green Mountain Boys." It 
was these same men who played 
such a brilliant part during the 
Revolution. 


In 1777 a formal Constitution 


for the state was adopted and 
Verznonters are proud of the fact 
that theirs was the first cf the 
states to prohibit slavery by 
constitutional provision.

too good to be retired. 


It is a regrettable fact that 


of our twenty-seven retired 
chief executives only one has to 
date re-entered public life as a 
public officer. We seem to re- 
gard the presidency as some- 
thing calculated to incapacitate 
a man for anything 
different. 


Men like John Adams, Jeffer- 


f" eon, and Cleveland have re- 


tired from active work al- 
together with the expiration of 
their White House service. 
Fillmore and Roosevelt did not 
find any definite work, altho 
they were active in seeking it. 
Ex-President Taft is at pres- 


ent unplaced while misfits like 
George Harvey are sent to do 
work he might be doing. John 
Quincy Adams, entering the 
House of Representatives and 
serving there for years, is the 
only example of an ex-Presi- 
dent in continuous public serv- 
ice. If he is to be taken as a 
test one must admit that ex- 
Presidents in office are suc- 
cesses. 
What congress needs to do, 


perhaps, is to devise a means 
by which the services of our 
best-trained 
and 
often 
our 
greatest men can be retained, 
instead of planning to put a 
premium on their retirement. 
Perhaps no law touching the 
matter is needed- Party influ- 
ence could establish a prece- 
dent. Once established, public 
opinion would make the reten- 
tion of ex-presidential service 
.sure wherever it was practic- 
able.

mon sense and the promptings 
of sounder instincts." 


This is surely an exaggera- 
tion. Our colleges haven't yet 
sunk to the low intellectual 
and moral level which the 
•words quoted would indicate. 
No student can go to any self- 
respecting college without be- 
ing exposed, in his studies in 
history, economics, literature, 
and science, to all sorts of con- 
vincing evidence that the world 
is, and has been for a long time, 
very much awry. 
Some stu- 


dents, by rapt attention to ath- 
letics, social affairs, or other 
college activities, manage to 
escape the contagion. 
They 


are the students for whom spe- 
cial colleges, without profes- 
sors, laboratories, or libraries, 
ought to be 
maintained, for 
neither in college nor out of it 
do they ever do any thinking. 
They may seem from some 
points of view to be ideal ma- 
terial for citizenship, but they 
clutter up institution^ of learn- 
ing in the most 
unnecessary 


and annoying way. 


The students who go to col- 


lege to study may not believe 
that they are born to *et th° 
world right, but they certain);. 
do find out that a great deal is 
the matter with it. They also 
find that what we call progress 
has been brot about by people 
who believed that the world 
was awry and that they were 
born to set it right. The great 
religions and philosophies all 
had their rise in thi? belief. 
New religions and new philoso- 
phies will probably continue to 
rise out of it. If they do not 
there will not be any more 
progress. 


If the time ever comes when 


all the students of all the col- 
leges "deride and reject" what 
the editor of the Sun calls 
"radical'' thot the colleges will 
cease to be institutions of learn- 
ing. 
The football 
playing, 


dancing, fraternity high jinks, 
and scooting around in automo- 
biles will doubtless continue, 
but these things really do not 
make a university.

Dear Friends: There is little prog- 


ress to report this week along the 
lines of our own work. We are trying 
to collect statistics relative to mortal- 
ity and morbidity among children in 
Moscow, but have found it a difficult 
task to get any which we should be 
willing to forward to you as approxi- 
mately correct. Last week there was 
an Assembly of the Soviets of the 
yr.zcow Government and this •week 
there is a great Council of all Soviets. 
As a result everyona has been too 
busy talking politics or policies to pay 
any attention to requests for figures. 
People "who have not lived 5n Russia 
can scarcely appreciate the length of 
time needed to carry through any mat- 
ter of business. What we have accom- 
plished has meant in almost every in- 
stance a grim, settling down to a foar 
or five hours' wait in 50:759 office, even 
though an appointment may have been 
made. 


One item of considerable Interest 


to Moscow has been the closing of the 
"Specnliative" or "Thieves' " Market, 
the last visible stronghold of specu- 
lation" aad private enterprise. May 
consider its closing: a good sign In 
that st probably means that the Gov- 
ernment feels a real bread famine not 
to be imminent in Moscow, and that 
it is in a safe position to put a stop 
to trading in semi-luxuries. Others feel 
that great suffering will result among 
office workers and professional work- 
ers, who are not in the first food cate- 
gory It Is indeed a tremendou* chanje 
to see the Plaza now being used as a 
race-course for auto-cyclists, -when one 
remembers the thousands of pshlng 
people who thronged tnere only a 
weet ago. 


You will he interested In one fea- 


ture of the Morozova Hospital, which 
we visited December 17. This institn- 
tion is one of the two large general 
hospitals for 
children 
in 
Moscow, 


equipped for 500 beds, but only ac- 
commodating about 270 patients at 
present owing to lack of fuel and 
proper food.

For example, tie 
surgical ward contained abont thirty 
beds, and in addition had four little 
rooms where possible measles of scar- 
; latlaa conld be isolated. The partitions 
\ used to be wooden, but glass has been. 
• installed because it is cleaner, admits 
i ir.oreiight, enables one nurse to sn- 
jpervise several wards, aad allows the 
i isolated children to play with others.
